Ye Gods it doth amaze me, a man of such feeble temper should so get 
the start of the majestic world and bear the palm alone. Why, man he 
doth bestride the narrow world like a colossus and we petty men walk 
under his huge legs and peep about to find ourselves dishonourable

Robert Bolt has succeeded in lifting a bonafide hero, a colossus, out 
of the pages of history. He has written a play that contrasts the 
philosophies of commitment and convenience, juxtaposes characters, 
and bristles with political paradox. He has set Sir Thomas More in relief 
of the man and events of the times. 

“A Man for All Seasons” both challenges the mind and touches the 
heart, for the dialogue is pithy and the plight of Thomas More is 
emotionally charged. Bolt has juggled well the complexities of Sir 
Thomas. “More was a person who could not be accused of any 
incapacity for life,” he writes, “who seized life in great variety and 
almost greedy quantities but nevertheless found something in himself 
without which life was valueless.” : 

It is More’s confidence in his ability to “hide in the thicket of the 
law” and his commitment to principles that seal his fate. Paradoxically, 
his royality and allegiance to the laws of men and of God caused both 
his rise and his fall. 

Harold I. Hansen chose to stage the play this year because of its 
political relevance. “The philosophy of convenience is evident in 
politics today,” he says. “Men involved in Watergate thought that what 
they were doing was for the good of the president and the 
country ... they just wanted to get along—men of convenience are easy 
to get along with, but men of commitment cause disturbances.” 

Hansen is staging the play to present the characters, believing that the 
content of the play is much more important than its context. For this 
reason, he has carefully handpicked a cast to portray the characters. 

Seemingly, the play was written to be directed in such a manner. It’s 
written words first; that is, the play rests on a verbal scaffold rather 
than historical. 

Bolt, too, has succeeded in balancing light lines with heavy lines, 
dramatic scenes with “‘breather” scenes. He serves his audience a 
complete meal, and no one should leave hungry. However it would be 
wise to maintain appetite, for “A Man for All Seasons” is written to be 
read and studied as well as seen and heard.

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Look, look, see Jane

Women liberationists are out to get Dick and Jane. Their contention 
is that the primers depict females as passive and docile, fit only for the 
traditional “‘slave-role” of mother and homemaker. Males, on the other 
hand, are depicted as being active and adventurous. 

The liberationists feel that little girls blind themselves to many social 
options by reading books that stereotype children into traditionally 
sexist roles. To combat this, libbers have created a “‘Feminist Press” and 
are finding established publishers to print their material. (The new 
feminist literature eradicates the old roles. Dick washes dishes and plays 
with dolls, and Jane plays doctor or breadwinner. Also, colors: are 
indiscriminately applied; Dick may be seen in pink and Jane in blue. 
Moreover, some traditional morays and mannerisms are absent—Dick 
cries and Jane doesn’t always act like a nice young lady. Feminists 
contend that their literature leaves children free to become what they 
want to become. 

Despite the feminist contentions, children are better off with 
traditional Dick and Jane primers for two reasons. First, constant 
exposure to the new feminist literature would inevitably cause many 
young girls to abandon motherhood and homemaking for careers. Such 
movement would substantially cripple our family-oriented society. 
Also, exposure to such literature could wield increasing influence as 
parents spend less and less time with their children. Without Jane, 
school girls would not have a meaningful literary model of a mother, 
homemaker and wife, and more of them would begin to identify with 
career women. 

Second, exposure to the new feminist literature would distort 
children’s perception of the traditional Judeo-Christian roles of man 
and woman. Eventually, children would perceive men and women as 
essentially the same—their roles would become interchangable. 

If patriarch-provider and matriarch-homaker models disappear, males 
and females are socially desexed and the heterosexual society becomes 
a homosexual society. Feminist literature would greatly facilitate 
children’s acceptance of homosexuality by dulling an awareness of the 
distinctiveness of the two sexes and their social roles. 

Some may argue that feminist literature alone could never desex 
society, and the point is well taken. Nevertheless, repeated exposure of 
children to homosexual behavioral models might have its ill effects, 
perhaps in more birth prevention, abortions, day-care centers, and 
homosexuality. 


Story behind the story 


Universe News Editor LaVarr 
Webb keeps his mind on his work. 
He’s an intense writer and a good 
leg man—a hunter who likes to 
flush ’em out and go after ’em. 

In his story on the John Birch 
Society (see page 4), Webb hunts 
for the fanatical element but 
finds, for the most part ‘“‘a bunch 
of happy, patriotic, and religious 
people.” But, he wasn’t surprised 
by his findings, since he’d known 
Birchers from his Dixie College 
days in St. George. 

LaVarr can’t really say why he 
writes, but he does know that the 
work can get tedious. ““Writing is 
hard work,” he says. “A writer 
must have an eye for the end 
result—he must have a focus and 
be able to weave a thread of 
thought through his writing to 
keep it from becoming 
encyclopedic.” 

His main problem in the Birch 
story was boiling it down, keeping 
it short. Webb is not a sprinter by 
nature—he’s a marathon writer, 
which is to say there is very little 
fat on either him or his stories. 

“Webb further found the Birchers 
drawing parallels between LDS 
doctrine and Birch philosophy. 
“They like to cite the Book of 
Mormon to support their 
conspiracy beliefs,” he says. But 
he doesn’t buy it all, nor does he 
see himself as a candidate for the 
society: ‘I’m not a joiner.”

Fanatics are

O conspiracy! 
Sham’st thou to show thy 
dangerous brow at night, 
When evils are most free? 
—William Shakespeare, 
“Julius Caesar” 


The great Shakespeare conjured 
up some pretty monstrous 
conspiracies in his day. However, 
as far as conspiracies go, he is 
completely outclassed by the one 
which obsesses the John Birch 
Society. Its members say they are 
in a life and death struggle with 
the biggest, most awesome, most 
abominable conspiracy ever 
known to man. 

To make the world safe from 


conspiracy—that’s the goal of the 
John Birch Society, and BYU 
student Birchers along with others 
in Utah County are actively 
engaged in the cause. 

I set out to look into the inner 
workings of the John Birch 


Society in Utah County. My first | 


goal was to seek out, find and 
interview the typical “‘Bircher,” to 
see if he was indeed the creature 
envisioned in the minds of many. 
Was he the super-fanatic fascist 
just to the right of the lunatic 
fringe suffering from a kind of 
acute political paranoia? 


My findings may be a little 
disappointing to some readers 
whose view veer to the far left. 

The best place to start the 
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hard to find 


search is in a new house in a 
modern subdivision in Orem. The 
first impression I get of the John 
Birch Society is that it pays its 
employes well. I sit down in the 
large living-room of former U.S. 
Steel employe Basil H. Dunn, now 
a full-time paid Coordinator for 
the Society with all of Utah south 
of Salt Lake City under his care. 

Here, I say to myself, it is a 
true-blue, red-blooded Bircher! In 
fact, he makes his living—80 hours 
a week, he claims—engaged in the 
Birch cause. Any foam spewing 
from his mouth? Let’s see if I 
have found our right wing fanatic. 

“So you want to know about 
the Birch Society,’ says Dunn. 
“Tm glad you came to us. Most 
people who want to know about 
the Society go to anyone but us. 
Now, about the Society . 

Three hours later, interview 
completed, I decide the man is 
not a fanatic. He is no doubt a 
kind of zealot, and has. strong 
convictions, but fanatic—no. 
Dunn was warm and friendly. 
However, he did advocate what 
seemed to some pretty strange 
ideas, especially about the super 
conspiracy which we will discuss 
later. ? 

But for now let’s get on with 
the search for a card-carrying, 
fanatical Bircher. How about 
attending a chapter meeting, of 
which there are about a dozen 
every month in Utah Country? 
Chapter meetings are where 10-20 
Birchers get together and wave 
flags, take secret oaths, make up 
mottos, and plan political attacks. 


At least that’s what I thought 
until I entered a small third-floor 
apartment close to the BYU 
campus and met with 14 BYU 
student Birchers. I found their 
meeting about as exciting as my 
Sunday School Gospel Doctrine 
class. 

They started with prayer and a 
Pledge of Allegiance to the 
American flag and then chapter 
leader Grant Cook, a graduate 
student from Los Angeles who is 
working in plasma physics on the 
Topolotron project, took charge. 
He read to the students from the 
monthly Bulletin which is sent 
each month from Society 
headquarters in Belmont, Mass. 
The Bulletin discussed upcoming 
legislation in Congress members 
should be aware of, letter writing 
campaigns, project members 
should be working .on: and there

citizens, not fanatics. 


was a pep talk about patriotism. 
Again I heard some familiar words 
about the conspiracy. 

Chapter members discussed 
projects they were working on 
such as a door-to-door petition 
campaign against the United 
Nations, literature display tables 
in supermarkets, films about 
OSHA, anti-ERA projects, etc. 
They were an active group. 

TNE SLUGEMES Soomed 
enthusiastic, happy and sincere; 
proud of what they were doing. 
And they were typical students; 
laughing and joking. Needless to 
say, I didn’t find a radical right 
wing subversive in that group. 

Next I visit Mrs. Jane Elliot, a 
housewife in Spanish Fork. “What 
type of people does the John 
Birch Society attract,” I ask. 

“First of all, people who are 
very religious and patriotic,’ she 
replies. “Not the arm-chair patriot 
but the one who wants to do 
something about it. We are 
patriots of the demonstrative type 


and yes, some are zealots, but 
certainly not everyone.” 

Neither Mrs. Elliot nor her 
husband are the fanatics I am 
seeking. 

This would be a good time to 
postpone the search for a few 
minutes and discuss some of the 
beliefs of the John Birch Society. 
We get back to the search later. 

The “Blue Book of the John 
Birch Society,” according to Dunn, 
comes to the closest of any thing 
to explaining the basic beliefs of 
the Society. It was written in 
1958 by Robert H. W. Welch 
when he founded the Society. 
Welch, a former candy maker, 
says he founded the society for 
the purpose of bringing about 
less) SoOvetniment. mone 
responsibility, and—with God’s 
help—a better world.” 

Welch still runs the closely-knit, 
monolithic organization and each 
month sends out specific 
instructions and messages to each 
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Last try school

that the school tries to reflect an 
LDS atmosphere in its program. 
The key to this, school officials 
claim, is individualized attention. 
The student-teacher ratio is two 
to one. 

The school provides 24-hour 
residential care and treatment and 


the programs are designed to help’ 


each boy adjust both emotionally 
and physically to a strictly 
controlled environment. 

The program is set up basically 
in four phases of development 
with each one designed to teach 
the boy a different level of 
controlled behavior. “Nothing is 
important but control,” said 
Williams. “We are here to enforce 
the rules and standards, not to 
make deals. We help them build 
self-respect and they boy does the 
Test. 

‘‘At first we try to get the boys 
to do things,’ Williams added. 
“Even if it’s for the wrong reason. 
They have to do it that way 
because that’s the only way they 
can survive.’ The most important 
thing, he said, is just getting them 
to do it. 


We don’t encourage them 


“Another thing we try to do is 
never encourage a boy to do 


anything,’’ Williams stressed. 
‘“‘This is another set-up for 
failure.” He said it is like giving 


your son a pat on the back after 
coming home with a good report 
card. You applaud his efforts and 
encourage him to bring home four 
“A’s” next time instead of four 
“Bise. At the end of the next 
school term he mysteriously 
doesn’t bring his report card home 
and would rather not account for 
getting two “B’s” and two “C’s’. 
Because he had been set up for 
failure he did just that. He, 
couldn’t live up to his parents’ 
expectations. That’s why Williams 
says the motivation behind the 
rehabilitative program is geared to 
achieve self respect. Teach.a boy 
he can do anything and he will. 
The method of treatment and 
control at the school is strict from 
the time the boy enters until he 
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from the outside world. “Boys 
have no say and no free agency in 
this atmosphere.” 


Censorship has its own place 
Everything 
from the outside world must be 
screened to protect the boy, 
everything from phone calls and 
letters to personal visits. Williams 
says he’s known times when 
marijuana and LSD have been 
found in letters addressed to boys. 


Orientation is the first and 
perhaps most crucial phase at the 
school. The boy is secluded in a 
separate area for usually five to 
six weeks. There is no personal 


contact with parents. They can 


a one-way glass. 


After several weeks he is 
permitted to both receive and 
write letters from an approved list 
and phone parents only on an 
approved basis. 

Basis behavior learning in the 
orientation phase comes through 
various means. The boy is first 
told to obey a command. There is 
no right or wrong value attached 
to these initial commands. He is 
told to do it for the sake of doing. 

Boys in the school are 
disciplined for swearing, eating, or 
possession of food out of the 
dining room, being late for class, 
horseplay, misuse of equipment, 
foul acts, rude behavior, etc. In 
order to work off demerits for

and rejects disciplinary action, he 
can be placed in an isolation 
chamber for several hours but 
only on the approval of a 
psychiatrist, said Williams. 

In Phase Two the student’s 
privileges are extended to 
bi-weekly home visits. 

The school has so far qualified 
only one boy for Phase Three 
training. This can involve being 
employed outside the school. 
There are however no facilities for 
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‘construction is 10W 
that. 

According to ‘Williams, after 
four or five months instructors in 
the Provo Canyon School can tell 
whether or not a boy will be able 
to stay on at the school. 

As far as failure is concerned, 
Williams admitted that in the past 
two years three boys were 
dropped out of the program. 


If there’s one major ideal goal 
the school would like to achieve 
through each boy, it would be 
that upon termination from the 
school, when the boy is released, 
he shakes your hand and says, “‘I 
like the school but I no longer 
need it.”

A 74-year-old woman attempts 
to leave a grocery store in Provo 
without paying for $49.50 worth 
of canned crab meat. 


Across town, in a large 


department store, the assistant 
manager reports a teenage youth 
has just tried to steal a $260 tape 

recorder. 
A few blocks away, a grocer 


complains about people who line 
shopping carts with cereals and 
concealed sacks in the middle 
loaded with hams and other 
expensive meats. Then they try to 
sneak out of the store. 

These and similar incidents are 


“occurring everyday in Provo and 


Orem and are repeated ona 
regular basis throughout the state. 
Now, with Christmas just around 
the corner, store owners are 
preparing for an even bigger 
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invasion of shoplifters, perhaps 
one of the largest in history. 

Shoplifting figures in the United 
States have tripled in the last 
seven years. In 1967, total 
merchandise loss was estimated at 
$2 billion. This year the figure is 
nearing the $6 billion mark, 
making shoplifting the largest 
reported crime in the nation. 

In local shoplifting seminars in 
Provo and throughout Utah, facts 
emerge which indicate the 
taxpayer, as well as the merchant, 
is paying for this shoplifting 
epidemic. 

In Provo, Utah deputy attorney 
general Robert B. Hansen, said 
shoplifting is costing everyone in 
the state about $15 a year in price 
hikes stemming from shoplifting 
losses. According to Hansen, $21 
million in merchandise is 
shoplifted each day the nation’s 
stores are open for business. 


$22.5 million lost along Wasatch 

Richard Castleton, president of 
Castletons Inc. told a crime 
prevention seminar in Salt Lake 
City recently that shoplifters cost 
retail merchants along the 
Wasatch Front $22.5 million a 
year. 

Logan Detective Richard Wright 
said in a Logan seminar one out of 
60 people who enter a store go 
there to steal. He added one out 
of 10 of these is a professional 
shoplifter. 

Statistics released by the Provo 
Police Department indicates 
reported larcency here in the city 
is up 74 per cent over last year. 
Arrests for adults on shoplifting 
charges are up 100 per cent while 
juvenile arrests are up 8 per cent 
for this year.

the Utah County Sheriff’s 
Department says, “shoplifting is 
on the increase in Utah County as 
it is throughout the state.” 

Prevention methods by the 
merchants are the only way the 
local merchants can try to outwit 
the ever growing number of 
shoplifters. 

Detective Cleo Davis of the 
Provo Police Department says 
electronic devices such as cameras 
and closed circuit television 
systems are doing a good job in 
catching shoplifters. 

Sargeant Quarnberg adds that 
posters in stores warning shoppers 
of the hazards of shoplifting are 
also good deterrents. He says 
these signs warn the potential 
shoplifters of the problems and 
fines they face if caught. 

This policy with the poster 
works well, Quarnberg declares, 
‘Gust as long as it is followed up 
and is not just an idle threat.” 

These methods are just two of 
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the safeguards merchants use 
against such shoplifting tools as 
oversized handbags, long coats 
with extra pockets cut into them, 
belts strapped to the shoplifter’s 
body to hold goods, fake books 
which are hollow or the 
non-professional ways of putting 
items in pockets, down skirts or 
pants or the amateur shoplifters 
who simply pick up an item and 
run. 


Floor walkers are deterrents 

Businesses in this area have 
found the use of uniformed and 
plainclothes floor walkers as 
another way of curbing 
shoplifting in their stores. 

John Davis, store director of 
Grand Central in Orem, says his 
plainclothes officers ‘“‘help cut 
down shoplifting and they don’t 
make the shoppers feel like they 
are always being watched.” 

Davis says he uses security 
personnel because cameras and 
mirrors don’t really do the job in 
preventing shoplifting. “Most 
cameras and mirrors in stores are 
fake,’ Davis remarks. ‘People 
aren’t stupid. They know when 
they are really being watched.” 

Bill Park, assistant manager at 
Sears in Provo, says his store hires 
one or two uniformed. security 
officers during the Christmas rush 
to discourage shoplifters. 

At Sears, they try to stop 
shoplifting by waiting on 
customers as soon as they enter 
the store, Park explains. “The key 
in preventing shoplifting is 
recognizing the customer as soon 
as he comes in the store.” 

Harold Biggs, store director of 
Albertson’s Provo store, relies on 
the eyes of his workers to spot the 
shoplifters.. “You can tell who is 
in the store to steal just by their 
guilty actions so my employes and 
I keep an eye on them until they 
leave the store,” he says.

School director Jack Williams 
says only boys who are 
consistently out of control come 
to the school, not those who burn 
up a house or steal a car once then 
quit. Along this line, Williams 
claims the parents are to blame 
for Johnnie’s incorrigible 
behavior. 

The key to the boy’s problems, 
Williams says, is monitoring and 
checking his behavior but never 
giving him absolute trust. “Trust 
is the phoniest, biggest cop-out 
parents can use. Trust is a set-up 
for failure. If parents trust their 
children it breaks down the 
relationship when a child 
invalidates the trust.” 

Secluded near the mouth of 
Provo Canyon, the school has now 
been operating for four years. 
Williams says parents will sacrifice 
almost anything to get their boy 
into the school. They will often 
mortgage their house, sell their car 
and other possessions, and the 
boy’s mother will often find a job 
to meet the tuition payments. 


Boy must stay one year 


The enrollment contract signed 
by the parents stipulates that the 
boy must remain in the school 
full-time for a minimum of one 


- year. It costs the parents $900 a 


month for tuition expenses, but 
Williams says this is low when 
compared to other leading schools 
of this nature in the country. He 
said in order to maintain a 
well-qualified staff and provide 
the necessary services for each 
boy, $900 a month barely meets 
expenses. 

The professional staff includes 
35 full-time certified teachers and 
counselors, two psychiatrists, two 
general practitioners, one 
pediatrician and a registered 
nurse. The school has also hired 
an officer from the Orem Police 
Department to stay on duty at 
the school during the night shift. 

Thirty-five of the 52 boys 
presently enrolled have a 
Latter-day Saint background and 
come from as far away as Kansas 
and New York. Williams stresses

No one wants to 
take credit for a very personal 
disease that has reached epidemic 
proportions throughout the 
world. Utah Valley is not 
immune. 

While the increase here is not 
alarming and below the national 
average, according to Dr. Cloyd C. 
Hofheins, director of the Health 
Center, Utah Valley has not 
escaped the world-wide epidemic. 
“We see almost none at the Health 
Center, only in a very small 
volume here, but that doesn’t 
mean it doesn’t happen.” 

He said studies indicate students 
seek private care and then go toa 
public clinic. The Health Center is 
third choice, although they need 
not worry over being reported to 
standards. Special care and utmost 
confidentiality are taken with 
BYU students who report to the 
Health Center with V.D.

A 
spokesman said there had been a 
few cases of syphilis, but 
gonorrhea far outnumbered them. 
Many cases are never reported. 
Why this increase in a disease 
once thought dead? Dr. Hofheins 
thinks there are a number of 
reasons, including changing life 
styles, social upheavals, communal 
living and a general loosening of 
public morals. The reported cases 
of venereal diseases dropped 
steadily until the beginning of the 
1960’s when miniskirts, rock 
concerts and birth control pills 
became common place and 
emphasis was placed on sexuality. 
Since then, according to Dr. 
Hofheins, gonorrhea has become 
the most commonly reported 
communicable disease; and 
Europe and the United States are 
frantic for some type of control. 
Dr. Hofheins said his son, while 
on a mission in North Germany, 
came across venereal disease check 
centers in public bathrooms of 
larger cities. There, in ante-rooms, 
a person could be checked and 
treated for venereal disease. This 
hasn’t been done in the United

In unborn infants, syphilis can 
severely deform especially the 
bones. Dr. Hofheins said every 
physician who treats pregnant 
women must give a blood test as a 
matter of routine. “About the 
only way for a child to be born 
with congenital syphilis is if the 
mother never saw a doctor during 
her entire ppregnancy,’ Dr. 
Hofheins said. However, he added 
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that some pregnant women “have 
contracted syphilis after they’ve 
had a blood test, resulting in 
infant deformities. This is rare, 
though so there is a low incidence 
of syphilis among newborns. 

The first symptom of gonorrhea 
among men is usually a burning 
pain when urinating, accompanied 
by a pus discharge. Women rarely 
notice any symptoms. In fact, Dr. 
Hofheins said that 50 per cent of 
the infected women were unaware 
they have the disease. If left 
untreated, it can cause pelvic 
disorders, arthritis, heart problems 
and sterility, especially among 
women. Dr. Hofheins explained 
the infection attacks the Fallopian 
tubes, adhesions form and the egg 


is blocked, leaving women sterile. 


Every newborn infant must be 
treated with an antibiotic 
preparation on the eyes to prevent 
possible blindness caused by 
gonorrhea. 

One strain is untreatable 

Another type of venereal 
disease, Herpes Simplex Virus 
Type 2 (HSV-2), doesn’t respond 
to any treatment, according to Dr. 
Hofheins. It is not a crippler like 
syphilis or gonorrhea, but is a 
source of discomfort. 

In an article published in the 
November issue of Reader’s 
Digest, Dr. David R. Reuben 
refers to HSV-2 as the second 
most common venereal disease in 
America. In men it appears as 
fluid-filled blisters on the skin, 
while in women the blisters are 
usually internal. Flare-ups can 
occur at any time. Among 
pregnant women, there is one 
chance in four that the child will 
die or be seriously damaged. 
HSV-2 has also been identified as 
a probable cause of cancer of the 
cervix among women. 
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y aDOUL treatine and 
prevention of these dread 
diseases? Penicillin has been 
widely used to treat venereal 
diseases and some strains show 
some immunity. However, Dr. 
Hofheins said other antibiotics are 
also being used in treatment of 
these diseases. Syphilis and 
gonorrhea can be completely 
cured when treated early under 
medical supervision with proper 
medicines. The Utah County 
Health Department operates an 
infectious disease clinic which 
includes checking for venereal 
disease on Mondays and 
Thursdays from noon until 1:30 
p.m. It is free and completely 
confidential, according to a 
spokesman. 3 

“The only way you can be sure 
is to be checked,” Dr. Hofheins 
said. ““Any girl or any boy who 
has sexual intercourse with 
anybody other than their marriage 
partner should have a check-up 
immediately. If everybody did 
that, then we would stamp 
venereal disease out.’’

Under the supervision of the 
central university in the Church 
Education System—the Joseph 
Smith University, in Jackson 
County, Missouri-BYU is doing 
her part to teach the concepts of 
Zion and spread the new order of 
society throughout the world.” 

“How has the development of 
Zion made possible a chnage in 
the political aspects of life? 
inquired another enthusiastic 
listener. 

“Here, too, we are showing 
people a better way. The fact that 
all the social and economic 
activities of the saints are now 
carried out according to the 
principles of our great covenant 
society, which operates within the 
framework of the free political 
state, means that we do not have 
to turn to the state and socialize 
its program. Therefore, the state 
can be limited strictly to the 
political operations of society. Its 
chief responsibilities are (1) to 
maintain individual freedom, (2) 
to establish civil justice, and (3) to 
carry on limited political 
operations in society. I might add 
that the graft and corruption that 
resulted from socializing the state 
back in the twentieth century are 
no longer problems to us.” 


“By truly making the gospel the 
basis of our academic program, all 
aspects of the university have 
been significantly upgraded. But 
let me mention our classes that 
deal with family living. Here, too, 
we used to teach, primarily, the 
views and concepts in the 
textbooks of the world, But, 
though the world‘s scholars gave 
us some good things, we found 
within the gospel a great concept 
of family association far superior 
to anything the world knew 
about.
